I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a method of making a fuel tank assembly, classified in class 
264, subclass unknown. 

II. Claims 8-11, drawn to a fuel tank assembly, classified in class 220, subclass 562. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product can be made by blow molding rather than induction welding. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Mark Mollon on July 20, 2006 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of the fuel tank, claims 8-11. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
1-7 have been withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the

States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mueller et al. 
(Mueller). 

With particularity see Fig. 11-16, Mueller discloses a fuel tank assembly comprising: 
a fuel tank 8 having a wall having a cavity, an inner surface, an outer surface, and an 
access opening 68 extending through said wall and communicating with said cavity; and 
a component 64, 66, 3, 4, 16 inductively welded to said inner surface, wherein said component is 
offset from said access opening, wherein said component includes a weld surface 66 and an 
induction receiver (4 with additional component 3) fixed to said component in welding proximity 
to said weld surface, wherein said induction receiver includes an induction element 4 integrally 
molded into said component.
